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Preface 


As the Corcoran's series of exhibitions of work by artists of this area 
reaches its fifth birthday, it seems appropriate that we pause to reflect 
on how the series has developed. 

The first of these exhibitions was a radical departure from the Gallery's 
previous policy of giving space to each of the local art groups for its 
annual show; it was designed to eliminate the repetition inherent in the 
old system, and to release more time and space for other types of exhi¬ 
bitions. Two cash prizes were offered the first year, no entry fees were 
charged and the jury consisted of three professional museum people. 
One hundred and twenty works were selected from approximately eight 
hundred entries submitted from within twenty-five miles of the Gallery. 
Reactions to the Gallery's change in policy, and to the show itself, were 
varied, but the hope on all sides that the new series might prove to be 
a healthy development in the Washington art world has not, we feel, 
been without realization. 

Since 1947, numerous and progressive revisions have been made in the 
organization of the shows in order that they might better serve the inter¬ 
ests of the artists, the Gallery and the community at large. Entry fees 
were soon found to be necessary, to meet the growing costs of the 
exhibitions. Various types of juries have been tried, and prior to the 
Annual each year, representatives of the local artist societies have been 
asked for suggestions and nominations for the jury. Assistance from 
another quarter of the community has been sought, and received, in the 
form of contributions from local business firms for purchases from the 
shows. These purchases, for the Gallery's growing collection of work 
by artists of this vicinity, have now taken the place of cash prizes, but 
the juries have continued to make honorary awards to works of excep¬ 
tional quality. 

With each successive year the number of entries has shown a substantial 


increase, and, with the exception of the Third Annual, the exhibitions 
themselves have grown proportionately. Part of this growth may be 
ascribed to the extension, to a radius of fifty miles of Washington, of 
the area represented by the shows. The addition of ceramics has also 
widened the range of the exhibitons, and in this respect they now reflect 
more accurately the diversity of the creative arts in this vicinity. Finally, 
we believe that as the Annual has become a regular event in the Wash¬ 
ington art season, more artists, both established and embryonic, have 
come to depend on it as a valuable opportunity to exhibit and sell their 
work. 

The Corcoran's series of Biennial exhibitions, national in scope, has long 
been recognized as a major contribution to the support and encourage¬ 
ment of American art, the purpose for which the Gallery was founded. 
The establishment of the Annual for local artists is but a logical counter¬ 
part, in keeping both with the original intention of the Gallery's founder 
and with its proper function as a community museum. Changes in the 
organization of the show will continue to be made as they seem 
advisable for the fulfillment of this function. Meanwhile, perhaps 
the most significant of all developments so far is that the Gallery 
through the generosity of contributors to the purchase fund, should now 
be enabled to buy for its permanent collection from the Annuals. Such 
support is a real indication of community recognition for achievements 
thus far made.

Foreword — (Apology of a Juryman) 

In the celebration of a free mind, with an occasion of importance 
whether it is with prejudice or preference, man has produced the forms 
of sculpture and painting. The sculptural form has historically been 
dominant because it more closely in dimension approximated the 
original. The coloring of carved form was a supplementary factor in 
the identification of the object. The gradual substitution of indicated 
form for actual form imprisoned the painting concept until its scientific 
release by Helmholtz, its pictorial release by the invention of the camera, 
its conceptual release by impressionism. 

It is only a transitory state, but painting has flown to new conceptual 
heights leaving the sculptors grounded as visionaries. It is also 
evident that painting is more abstract physically (by one dimension), 
requiring a symbolic visual representation of form instead of its golden 
Christian imitation of actuality. 

Whether it is the space-cost problem of sculpture, or the vision limita¬ 
tions of ancient fragment aesthetics, or the monolithic concept, sculp¬ 
ture is not soaring. 


The 
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Yet the concept of sculpture, painting, is not based on a different 
standard of aesthetics or impulses. The function of the creative mind 
is the same for either dimension. 

The artist exists at his own time definitely stationed in the art stream; 
that which has flowed up to him is history, and his possession. His 
position, the only one in which he can possibly exist, requires his vision 
to project beyond; never behind. 

I appreciate your confidence as a fellow worker and juryman. I can 
but truly judge for myself. Here, I have selected with the experience 
and understanding of only one prejudiced man. And what I state 
about sculpture, I say to myself before I express it to you.
